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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment would require further consideration due to the extensive amendments to the claims. For 
example, Applicants have amended the independent claims to recite a nucleotide sequence encoding a trans-acting ribozyme "and" a 7:20 
or 18:7 cis-acting ribozyme as set forth in Figure 3. However, a quick review of Applicant's amendment would raise at least one ground of 
rejection under 35 USC 112, 2nd, since it is unclear what sequence structures correspond to the 7:20 "or" 18:7 cis-acting ribozymes as set 
forth in Figure 3, as recited in the claims.
